Around Field and Barn by E.M.C, 


As aresult of my remarks some time 
ago on Unity, I have been asked what 
there is in Unity to support, and why. 
An answer is expected, and I am not 
asking why they do not support Unity. 

I favour the Unity Movement in order 
to help bring about that condition that 
the name implies, ‘‘Unity.”’ 

For too long now the citizens of this 
province have been in the shadow of 
doubt and bitterness, disunited and un- 
friendly, intolerent and even revengeful. 

Such a condition of affairs reacts un- 
favourably on the whole community, 
province and government, and another 
election without Unity will only 
heighten the temperature, 

I donot favour Unity to help defeat 
the Social Credit government, or to block 
the ambitions of some Liberals, or help 
any one party or group. Iam not inter- 
ested. Unity of all broadminded, unsel- 
fish citizens, of all opinions, is needed at 
this time, if we are to avoid the very 
unsettled conditions that will otherwise 
prevail after the next election, no matter 
what “party” is returned to power. 

At this date it would appear that with- 
out a strong Unity organization, the S.C. 
party will be returned with a reduced 
majority and the Liberals will become 
the official opposition. No party will have 
a safe working majority, but on the side- 
lines, as it were, we will have the odd 
members who will have no intereat in the 
government or the opposition; the Inde- 
pendent 8.C,, a few C.C.F., a few Unity, 
an odd Ind.

It is not unreasonable to expect that 
these few, working together, will hold the 
balance of power. Is that your idea of 
democracy in action? does it show good 
judgment to allow such a condition? you 
have minority rule! 

Never mind party. forget it for a while 
at least This province has a legislature, 
not a parliament, and there are nine of 
them in this Dominion. 

Why not try and ape the senior govern-
